1 invention relates to dispensers tor 
sci>a«luv»ivu tapes and it has for its 
ubj. ti tue provision of a device which is 
»imiii.« ami cheap to produce and which, 
w Len the spool of tape supported thereon 
i 6 used up, may be thrown away. Hitherto 
tape dispensers have comprised a pear- 
shaped eluded box provided with a bul- 
bous uuy iKjriion furnished with a lateral 
reeeab lor the reception of a steel cutting- 
oll blade. Dispensers have also been 
formed ol a one part open U-shaped metal 
frame to support the spool of tape: dis- 
pensers of tins latter form have also been 
provided with means for closing the base 
and holding the two side plates together. 

According to the present invention, it 
is proposed to form a dispenser as an open 
ono piece frame having a centrally dis- 
posed upstanding spool support provided 
with two vertically disposed slits to form 
♦a a resilient hnger the top of which is fur- 
nished with an outwardly extending pro- 
jection for maintaining a spool of tape 
on the support, and a nose piece provided 
with means for. severing tape drawn oft 
36 the spool. . . 

in the accompanying drawing which 
illustrates this invention. 

Figure 1 is a perspective view of the 
dispenser; 

40 Figure 2 is a transverse section on line 
II— II of Figure 5; 

Figure 3 is a similar view to iigure 
2 illustrating an additional feature ; t 
Figure 4 is a side elevation of the dis- 
45 penser illustrating one position of use; 

^Figure 5 is a side elevation of the dis- 
penser in a different position of use. 
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In the embodiment illustrated in 
Figure 1, the device comprises an open 
one piece frame preferably formed of 
jpiasUc said frame having a base plat© 1 
of approximately pear-shaped form, and 
an upstanding side wall 2 around part of 
the base plate, with an extension on one 55 
side terminating in a nose piece 3 having 
a serrated or toothed edge 4 for severing 
the tape. I'he centre of tJae plate 1 is fur- 
nished with a spool support 5, the bot- 
tom of said support adjacent the base 
piate being enlarged to provide a step 6 
which serves to lift the side face of a 
spool of adhesive tape away from the 
inner face of the base plate 1. For the 
purpose of retaining the spool of tape on $5 
the support 5 said support is provided 
with two vertically disposed slits 7. so as 
to form a resilient finger 8 the top of 
which is furnished with a lip or pr03.ee- 
tion.y adapted to extend outwardly over 
the top of the spool of tape and prevent 
same irom sliding ofr" the supjjort. 

When it is desired to place a spool 10 
of adhesive tape on the support 5 (Figure 
2) th© cylindrical member 11 oh which £§. 
the adhesive tape is wound is slipped over 
the support 5 the finger 8 being pressed 
inwardly and when in position the lip or 
projection 9 springs back and extends 
beyond the inner diameter of the member & 
11. 

As shown in Figure &, a disc 12 of 
card, metal or other desired material is 
superimposed on the support 5 above the 
top of the spool of tape, said disc having g$ 
any desired particulars concerning the 
tape printed on or otherwise applied 
thereto in any desired manner. 

In order that one size of dispenser may 
be employed for different widths of tape 
within a definite range, say from to 
1", one or more discs of card or other suit- 
able material 13 may be placed in posi- 
tion on the support 5, and in order more 
or less to centralise the tape in relation 96 
to the cutter; teeth 4, the spool of tape 
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may Be placed Between two of said discs 
as shown in Figure 3. 
. The. dispenser formed as above des- 
- eribed: may be used in two ways, for 
5 example as shown in Figure i in which 
the .dispenser" (shown with the disc 12 
removed) is placed on the flat side 14 of 
the "wall 2 the tape being drawn from 
the spool 10 towards the nose piece 13 and 

10 when the desired length has been drawn 
off the tape is moved downwardly against 
the nose piece 3 where it is severed by the 
teeth 4. In this case the adhesive side of 
the tape faces the nose piece 3 and after 

15 the desired length of tape has been 
severed the free end of the remainder will 
adhere to the nose piece behind "the teeth - 
4 so as to be readily available when a fur- 
ther length of tape is required: 

20 If desired, according to the alternative 
method of use, the position of the spool 
of tape in the dispenser is reversed so that 
the non-adhesive face of the tape is 
caused- to bear against the nose piece 3, 

26 this nose piece and the toothed part 4 
thereof serving to press the tape into con- 
tact with the surf ace'to which it is being 
applied. 

What we claim is: — 

80 .1. A dispenser for self-adhesive tape 



formed as an open one piece frame having 
a centrally disposed xipstancLbag spool 
support provided with two vertically dis- 
posed slits to form a resilient finger the 
top of which is furnished with an out- S6 
wardly extending projection for main- 
taining a spool of tape on the support, 
and a nose piece provided with means for 
severing tape drawn off from the spool. 

2. A dispenser for self-adhesive tape 40 
as claimed in Claim 1, in which when the 
spool of adhesive tape has been placed on 
the spool support, a disc is superimposed 
on top of the spool, both the latter and 
the disc being retained in position by the 45 
outwardly extending projection on the 
resilient finger. 

3. A dispenser for self-adhesive tape as 
claimed in Claim 1 in which one or more 
discs may be positioned* on the spool sup- 50 
port for the purpose described. 

4. A dispenser for self-adhesive tape 
substantially as described and as illus- 
trated in the acompanyinff drawing.
